E. E. List, formerly of the Chaffey 
Union High School faculty, as well 
as grower of oranges here, went to 
Delano where he engaged in the gen- 
eral farming business and according 
to an item appearing in the Delano 
Record, Mr. List is gaining quite a 
reputation as an intensive farmer. 
The item follows: 

California is noted for its winter 
gardens. In fact, the entire country 
from New York to the West points 
to California as their Mecca when 
anything' edible is desired to satisfy 
the inner self at off or on seasons 
of the year. When all the East is 
snow-bound and ice-bound, California 
is a land of wers and sunshine. 
When the thermometer is threaten- 
ing the “busting” point in the lands 
across the Rockies, California is at 
its best. No, not at its best, exactly, 
because California is at its best all 
the time and instead of icicles and 
snowballs for dinner or supper, one 
who is fortunate enough to live in 
this clime, can sit down to a dinner 
of new peas picked the same day 
from the vines, or new potatoes, as- 
paragus tips, or most anything under 
the sun. 

To prove this assertion a trip out 
to E. E, List’s ranch north of town 
a few days ago revealed a winter 
garden which was far beyond ex- 



















pectations. 
Mr. List has a tract under inten- 
sives cultivation which perhaps 





amounts to a quarter of an acre. 
Here we found peas in the blooming 
and maturing stages and which al- 
most every day were producing an 
abundance of that choice vegetable. 
A few rows further to the south Mr. 
List unearthed a hill of potatoes 
which revealed several choice spuds 
about the size of a lemon. In another 
section there could be found lettuce, 
onions, radishes, Chinese cabbage, 
beets, carrots, turnips, kohlrabi, sal-

Mr. List came to the district about 
18 months ago from Upland. He pur- 
chased an 80-acre home. Since that 
time he has by hard work brought 
i up to a high state of cultivation. 
The land where the garden is rais- 
ed is no better than the surround- 
ing only that it has been given more 
careful attention in the farming. 

Mr. List has enough onions grown 
from seed which he will transplant, 
These he 
will grow for seed next year.

Henry G. Tinsley, Pomona's vet- 
eran newspaper man, died at his 
home at 175 Wast Holt avenue, Po- 
mona, about 8 o'clock Wednesday 
morning. His death followed a _ sud- 
Cen attack of beart failure which 
seized him about 11 o'clock Tuesday 
night. He became unconscious early 
Wednesday morning and attending

recovery. 

Mr. Tinsley was 5 years of age 
and had Mved in Pomona ‘for nearly 
thirty years, having been the edi: 
tor and publisher of two of Po 
mona’s newspapers, the Progress and 
the Review, and having served the 
best interests of Pomona faithfully 
during his long residence here.

COST HIM LITTLE TO LIVE 


Roger Crab, Eccentric Engilshman, 
Subsisted for Many Years on 
Roots, Weeds and Graas. 





People today might with profit take 
a leaf from that rare pamphlet writ- 
ten by Roger Crab, “The English Her- 
mite; or, Wonders of This Age.” 
There have been three men of this 
name who were more or less cele- 
brated in literature, all, however, 
spelling their patronymies differently. 
Roger Crab, who died Sept. 11, 1680, 
| was a hermit, and 1641 he began re- 
stricting himself to a vegetarian diet, 
avoiding even butter and cheese. From 
roots he got to a regimen of broth 
thickened with bran, and pudding 
made of bran and turnip leaves; and ' 
finally resorted to dock-leaves and 
grass. He drank nothing but water, 
and said his views came to him by 
{liumination while digging in his gar- 
den. His publications were coarse at 
times, but shrewd. 
Speaking of himself, he said: “In- 
stead of strong drinks and wines, I 
give the old man a cup of water. 
The law of the old man in my 
fleshy members rebelled against the 
law of the mind, and had a shrewd 
skirmish; but, the mind being well en- 
lightened, held it so that the old man 
became sick and weak with the flux, 
like to fall to the dust, but the won- 
derful love of God, being well pleased 
with the battle, raised him full of 
love, peace and contentment of mind, 
and he is now becoming more humble, 
for now he will eat dock-leaves, mal- 
lows or grass.”—Chicago Journal.

In Medieval Times It Was an Expres. 
sion of Disapproval of Too 
Domineering Wife. 









The unpleasant ceremony known Jn 
America as the charivari, in medieval 
times was the ceremony that went with 
the public disapproval of a  weak- 
kneed husband and a strong-minded or 
strong-armed wife. 

When a wife was known to be the 
head of the house and not averse to 
applying the family club to her hus- 
band’s back, the men of the village, 
holding that such a precedent might 
come into unpleasant popularity, 

| waited for a dark night, and then at- 
tacked the house of the ill-assorted 
couple. The wife was dragged from 
her bed, and in whatever scant attire 
she might be found, was tied to the 
back of a donkey, her face to the rear, 
while the husband was tied by the 
hands to the donkey’s tail. They were 
then paraded through the streets un- 
der the glare of torches, while the en- 
tire population turned out to beat pans 
and blow horns and yell jibes and in- 
sults at the pair. As the years passed 
the ceremony was widened to include 
widows or widowers who had remar- 
ried too soon after their mate’s death, 
or those persons whose wide difference 
in age met with public disapproval.

Operation of Microphone. 

The microphone is applied to the 
detection of fire damp in mines. This 
is its principle: If sound waves from 
two pipes of equal pitch impinge on 
microphones connected in series with 
a telephone, a clear note is heard, but 
if one of the pipes emits a slightly 
different note beats will be heard in 
the telephone. Here is the applica- 
tion: One pipe is placed in the mine, 
the other above the ground, and they 
are blown simultaneously. If the air 
in the mine is charged with fire damp 
{t will produce a different note from 
that produced by clear air, owing to 
the difference of density, and, in con- 
sequence, a series of beats in the tele- 
phone gives warning of the presence 
of fire damp. The same apparatus is 
very sensitive to the presence of coal 
gas.—New York Sun and Herald.

WATER FOR FIRES CHARGEABLE 
TO COMMUNITY 

The service of water for the ex- 
tinguishmient of fires and for sewer 
flushing and other municipal uses is 
for the benefit of the community as 
a whole, is the view of the Railroad 
Commission as expressed in its let- 
ter to Governor Stephens transmit- 
ting the board’s annual report for 
the year ending June 30, 1929. “There- 
fore,” the letter continues, “the ex- 
penses of this service is most equit- 
ably spread when borne by the tax- 
payers.” 

Reference is made in the letter to 
a ruling by the commission along the 
line, which was contested by the cit- 
Both Commercial and Savings Depart- les of Berkeley, Oakland, Alameda, 

; Richmond, San Leandro, and Emery- 
ments. ville. Carried to the State Supreme 
Court, the commission was sustained 
The commission continues: 

“The proper charges for water us- 
ed by municipalities for street sprink- 
ling, sewer flushing and fire fighting 
purposes has always been the subject 
of serious controversy. Admittedly, 
if is difficult to equitably distribute 
the expense of maintaining and op- 
erating a system in proportion to the 
benefits derived by each class of con- 
sumers and an exact allocation of 
the cost to the company of render- 
ing a service such as is rendered to 
the cities is impossible. The amount 
of water used is not a proper meas- 
ure because the demand for fire pur- 
poses is wholly unexpected and the 
company must stand to deliver a 
large quantity of water within a 
short period at any point where the 
fire may occur The utility is render- 
ing a valuable service to the munici- 
pality and its taxpayers which re- 
quires an investment and operating 
expense largely in excess of what 
would be required if only domestic 
and industrial consumers were serv- 
ed.”

ESTIMATES HEAVY CROP OF 
ORANGES . 

Pacific Coast Packer: As California 

begins shipping its citrus crop for 
1920-21, these is much of interest as 
to quality and quantity, So far the 
quality appears to be above normal, 
but it is yet too early to speak with 
certainty in the matter for a streak 
of extreme cold is sometimes given 
which materially lowers its quality. 
As to quantity, the Pacific Coast | 
Packer estimates of oranges, lemons 
and grapefruit a total shipment for 
the year which will end Novgmber 1, 
1921, of 57,675 cars, of which 23,320 
will be navels, 20,170 Valencias, 2165 
miscellaneous, 508 grapefruit, and 
10,400 lemons. If this estimate is 
reached it will be 12,000 more cars 
than were shipped out last year and 
the biggest crop yet shipped from 
California, 
The quality of Florida fruit is re- 
ported as ‘high, “possibly the best 
ever placed on the market, accord- 
ing to present indications.” It seems 
that it is impossible to make accur- 
ate estimate of the Florida crop be- 
cause of lack of data as to number 
of new orchards coming into bear- 
ing. Based on percentages of pro- 
duction compared with last year, the 
total output of citrus ‘may exceed 
13,500,000 boxes. Last year’s output 
was 12,495,925 boxes. The grape- 
fruit output will be about 75 per 
cent that of last year, and the or- 
ange crop 115 to 120 per cent. The 
government crop report divides the 
production as follows: Oranges, 8,- 
500,000 boxes; grapefruit, 5,000,000 
boxes. Florida is not a lemon pro- 
ducer. 

Other states producing oranges, al- 
most entirely of Satsuma variety, are 
Alabama and Louisiana. There is no 
means of knowing what the output 
of these states is, but the guess is

Orange which are substantially at | 
least 70 per cent colored at the time 
of picking shall be deemed properly 
matured for shipment or sale, irre: | 
spective of analysis of the juice. No’ 
oranges are permitted to be shipped | 
to points in the United States or 
Canada which have not attained at | 
least 25 per cent yellow or orange | 
color before picking, and such stock’ 
shall be deemed propertly matured’ 
for shipment or sale when the juice 
contains soluble solids equal to or in 
excess of eight parts to every part 
of acid contained in the juice, the, 
acidity of the juice to be calculated 
as citric acid without water or crys- | 
tallization. ' 

Oranges when packed, shipped, de- | 
livered for shipment, offered for sale | 
or sold, shall be virutally free from 
insects and fungus pests and other 
serious defects This means that the 
total defects shall not exceed ten 
per cent in any one package. {
